New Orleans Beating St. Louts in Her 
Own Territory— Rates to Russell 
ville, Morrilton and Conway—Mis- 
taken Policy of Gould's Road 
Figures Which Should Make Our 
Merchants Rise En Masse—Wher? 
Are the Ratlroad Com missioners? 


I want to thank the Post-Dispaton for its dis 
closures regarding the Gulf Road and the rates it 
is charging,” said a wholesale grocer yesterday. 
“I did a very good business to towns tn that section 
of the country three years ago, and now I cannot 
do a dollar's worth on account of freight rates. I 
do not mean when I say that to revive the old cry 
that St Louis is losing all her business. 8t Louis 
is not losing all her business, nor is she losing what 
she gains every year. St. Louis’ trade is increasing 
—I know my own business has been growing 
rapidly within the past three years—but no city 
can afford to de Gstabished 5 in territory 
adjacent*to her, because, perhaps, she is gaining 
more than the same amount of business in some 
other part of the country. When I dave built up a 
business in our section, I want to keep it, no matter 
bow many openings I may find, or how much 
progress I may make elsewhere. Now, in the 
matter of business on the Gulf Roa4, we find 
ourselves cut off in a day almost from 
a trade it has taken us 2 great 
deal of time to establish. The flat goes forth from 
Mr. Nettleton that no more St. Louis business shall 
go over the Gulf Road, What does Mr. Cale de? 
Does he come out and say that no more Kansas 
City or Memphis business shall go evar the ‘Frisco 
line? Oh, no. Mr. Cale tells us ke fis sorry that 
Mr. Nettieton fs so determined, but really it cannot 
be helped, and he keeps right on taking Kansas 
City or Memphis goods for loca! points en his line, 
turning away that business from 8t Louis which 
would give him 20 miles longer haul 
on the same goods, I agree with the 
Post-Dispatcs that it ts the duty of the 
Railroad Commissioners to investigate this mat- 
ter. The Commissioners have the right toestablish 
maximum rates from Springfield to points below, 
and the Gulf Road, under the law, cannot charge 
the Frisco Road for the hau! from Sprivefield any 
more than it charges an individual or a firm.” 

GEN. HARDING, 
one of the Railroad Commissioners, was in the city 
yesterday, but an attempt to find him was 
fruitiess. The action or non-actien of the Commis- 
sioners will be studied with considerable interest by 
the curious public who pag them their salaries. 

Having touched up afew of the evils existent in 
Missouri the Posr-Dispaton wil now take a look at 
business in Arkansas The Arkansas trade 
particularly the trade in Northern 
Arkansas, has belonged to St. Leuts ever 
since Arkansas began to settle up and the ratlroad 
made itself known through the wilds on its way te 
Texas. The trade in Arkansas is considered par 
ticularly desirable since it ie steady, and Arkansas 
merchants are very good pay. The head of a large 

oe house bere boasts that in six or seven years 
experience he has not lost $1,000 in Arkansas. 
Under these circumstances the road that injures

strikes St. Louis merchants in a very tender spot. 
There are three roads in Northern Arkansas that 
separately and in combination bave given St. 
Louis trade a set-back that it will not be 
able to overcome in five years. 
These roads are the Frisco. the Iron Meuntain and 
the Little Rock and Fort Smith. The ‘Frisco has 
its southern terminus at Fort Smith; the Iron 
Mountain passes through Little Rook. Between 


‘| these two points runs the Little Rock and Fort 


Smith Road, part of the Arkansas Valley Route. 
The country through which it passes is 

settled, the towns being on an average five miles 
apart, distributed along 165 miles of read. There 
is no inlet to this eountry except through Little 
Rock or Fort Smith Now, the Frisco and Missouri 
Pacific have entered inte a combination—the Mis 
souri Pacific, or rather the Iron Mountain, to keep 
away from Fort Smith, and the ‘Friscoto teave 
Little Rock alone. This would be all well enough 
provided these roads protected the interests of St. 
Louis. How well the Frisco protects those inter-

The traveling salesman of one of St. Louis’ 
largest dry goods houses went through 
Northern Arkansas two weeks ago. The first 
point-he touched was Fort Smith. He was some 
what astonished to be told here thas his figures 
were all out of line. TES RaTES HE QUOTED FROM 
Sn Lotte were $1 90 a HUNDRED on DRY GOODS 
(first-class). 
He was told that the rate from NEW YORE 
WAS $127. He refused to believe until he was 
shewo a bill of lading on a New York shipment 
with a $1 87 rate distinctly set forth upen u He 
made no attempt te sell goods in Fort Smith.

A letter was at the same time addressed to a firm 
dealing in genera] merchandise at 

, VAN BUREN, 
seven miles this side of Ft. Smith, through which 
the ‘Frisco and the Little Rook and Fort Smith 
Roads also pasa. The answer, dated August 7, just 
eight days ago, was as follows: 

“Dear Sin—Replying to your favor ot Ist inst. 
have te say that the freight rates from St. Louis to 
this point are; First class, $1 80 per hundred 
pounds; second class, $1 10; third class, 89 cents; 
fourth class, 68 centa. We have had nothing from 
New York of late OUR LAST SHIPMENT, 
HOWEVER, FROM NEW YORK WAS $1 PER 
HUNDRED POUNDS. If it has been changed we 
have had no official notification.” 

This is a policy well worthy of the ‘Frisco 
Road. Having insured itself against com- 
petition, it charges $1 80 for a haul 
of 410 or 417 miles to St. Louis merchants and is 
satisfied with its share of $1 or $127 when the 
freight originates in New York and travels over 
1,500 miles ef road. Wholesale merchants say that 
when they have complained to the Frisco in the 
past of unjust through rates from Eastern points 
they have been assured that the ‘Frisco got its full 
progortion out of these rates and that the cut was 
east of this city. Yet now, the Frisco Road being 
assured a monopoly of Ft. Smith busimess and 
baving mo one to fear, makes a discrimination 
against. Si. Louis merchants of 40 to W 
cents per hundred in favor of Eastern shippers. 
Certainly the ‘Frisco cannot claim that it is getting 
full rates out of a through rate of $1 27, or that on 
a $1 18 rate from Baltimore it receives $130.

The Career of a Remarkable Impostor 
—How the Geographical Societies of 
Europe and the International 
African Association Were Deceived. 


By Telegraph to the Post-Dispatch. 

New York, August 15—News has just been re- 
ceived in Brussels of the death of the Marquis Buon- 
fanti on the Congo River. This man is saii be 
the Italian who, several years ago, became known 
in the United States under the name of Maurice 
Mouris asan adroit swindler. His rascality intro- 
duced bim later to the interior of a prison in Paris 
and last fall, under the name of the Marchese 
Maurizio de;Buonfanti,he perpetrated a remarkabie 
geographical boax which imposed for a while on 
one or two learned societies and a few geographi, 
cal newspapers of Europe, and tecured him work 
under the International Afri Association. He 
suddenly appeared in Brussels last fall, and pre- 
sented himself as a recent arrival from the 
west coast of Africa, which he dad 
reached with difficuity after wandering 
for twenty-two years inthe Sahara Desert, in the 
Western Soudan, and along the river Niger, during 
which time he had seen only one white man, an 
Americaa, named Dr. Van Flint, who was the 
companion of his travels. He toid a lone and cir- 
cumstantia! story, givin a complete history of his 
wanderings from the time heeft Tripoli on April 
1, 1861, unt he arrived at Lagos, on the west coast, 
in March, 1883. He had evidently been a careful 
student of Barth. Mungo Park, and ali other au- 
thorities on the Western Soudan. lie made no 
blunders in bis references to partially known coun- 
tries. His story, however, was chiefly devoted to 
large districts of which ittle or nothiag was know 
including the Niger River between Timbuctoo an 
Say, and the whole

of Tombo. Moss: and Bussango. He gave a great deal 
of information about these unkuown lands. A long 
account of his interesting and remarkable adven- 
tures were published in the bullet m of the Belgian 

nical Society- and copied into a large part 
of the European press. A particularly 
graphic part of his narrative related to the journey 
of his caravan in five from Say to 
Timbuctoo, to the refusal of the dignitaries of the 
city to receive him until tuey convinced themselves 
that he was neither Fr nor Eugiish, to their 
lavish hospitality when they found be belon ed to 
neither of those hated nations, and to his sufferings 
in Mossi, where he was robbed of ali he tad. The 
Marquis had not beenin Brussels a week before 
ne secured employment with the International As- 
ociation, to wiom he S taal nis vag 
experie::ce in Africa wo make his services pe- 
Cculiarly valuable on the Congo. Soon afterward 
he started for Africa to take charge of one of the 
Congo districts. He had hardly had time to reacn 
the river last spring when the geographical 
papers began to denounce him asa fraud. It had 
been ascertained that tbe European and Americau 
Consuls who ved at Tripoli in 1861 had never 
heard tue name of Buonfanti or Van Flint. Dr. G. 
Krause wrote from Lagos that no resident of that 
place bad ever seen them. The l Geographi- 
cai Society issued , denouncing 
him as an imposter. The ambassador from Tim- 
buctoo to France, who arrived in Paris last spring. 
was interviewed by General Faidherve with regard 
to Buonfanti's — visit to that African city. 
The interview filled a column of La Gazette Geog- 
raphique, and in it tue euvoy said that Buonfanti’s 
account of bis adventures in Tuubuctoo wus

He theu forged tue signa- 
ture of some Of New Nor“ respectable citizeus, 
Ootained money in Baltimore and Boston under 
various false pretenses, and fled to France to avoid 
arrest.

A PAWNBROKER’S PLIGHT 


A Franklin Avenue Pawnshop Closed Up 
as a Fence-House. 
— — 


How a Stolen Watch Was Eviscerated 
and Disguised—The Case and Chain 
Rescued From the Melting Pot—In- 
genious Disposition of the Move- 
ment—A Trick Which’ Detective 
Skill Brought to Naught. 


The office of the chief of detectives is very 
frequently illuminated by the coruscations of rare 
stones, and the gleam of bright metals, after the 
work of some of the members of the force has 
suceeede] in the recovery of valuable jewel ry, but 
never before in the .annals of the force has it 
presented so rich and rare a display of valuables 


as is this morning spread abdéut its desks 
and tables. Those most familiar with 
the place would hardly recognize it, but “would 
rather fancy that the place had been convertec 
a jewelry salesroom. The large table at whic 
detectives sit While they are converting the 
ce into soulful calico was literally covered with 
eavy silver plate, while the big desk at the eastern 
end of the room bore a large show case, in and u 
which lay all kinds of articles of value, including 
dosens of gold and silver watches and chains, 
handsome opera glasses. plain and mounted ring 
brooches, pins, revo.vers and many other articles o 
beauty and eostliness. While a Post-DispatcH re- 
porter was feasting * eyes up- 
on the sight Detective lam Desmond 
was engaged in taking from envelopes of brown 
paper more watches, and brooches and watch 
chains, while his partner, Pat Lawier, wrote down 
in the official register the description which he took 
of the articles ashe examined them and of the 
marks on the various envelopes. While he was thus 
engaged Mr. Desmond revealed the fact that the 
property in question had been taken from the pawn- 
shop of Emil Sasse & Son, at 906 Franklin avenue, 
whose proprietor, Emil Sasse, and clerks, Otto 
Sasse and Charley Woods, the latter a colored man, 
had just been arrested on warrants procured by 
detectives charging them with buying stolen prop- 
erty. The story of how the’ property came to be 
transferred from the pawn-shup to 0 
POLICE HEADQUARTERS, 


is as follows: a 
Last Saturday night 8 named John 
Mockler. residing at 1805 avenue, found it neces- 
sary, for some reason as yet unexplained, to sit 
down on a door step. near the corner of Ninth 
street aud Washington avenue, where sleep over- 
vame his tired eyes, A nocturnal marauder aise 
overcame him, and when he got on the car and 
sought to find out what the time was, he discovered 
that his watch, chaia aud locket were missing. On 
Monday morning he aid Mr. Dave Rohan, 5 
of his, reported the affair to the police, who at once, 
in acovrdance with their custom in such cases, noti- 
fied the various pawushops and manufacturing 
jewe.ers’ estabiishments of the robbery, among 
others*the establishment of E. Sasse & Son, to 
whom an accurate description of the missin 
articles was supplied, That = firm replied 
that they would keep a close lovkout for the stoien 
property aud notify the police in case of its being 
offered thein tor sale or pawn- 
In all the pawnbrokers and mauufacturing 
jewelers were notified three times, 
and it was with great astonishment that Desmond 
and Lawler las: Thursday afternoon, while making 
a D inspection of some goods in the es- 
tablishment of A new & Reinhold, manufacturing 
jeweiers, on the corner of Fourth street and Wasu- 
ington avenue, discovered the case of the missing 
watch and the missing chain and lecket. The firm 
were quite ready witha saisfactory explanation, 
they had purchased the ggods from Mr. Emil Sasse. 
the senior member of the rm of pawnbrokers at 
906 Franklin avenue, to whom they nad paid $24 80 
for it as old gold. The detectives immediately 
repaired to the pawabrokers’ place, where, after a 
little search among the watches there, 
for sale they discovered in « show case 
the works of the watch whose case they had just 
rescued from the meiting pot of tue manufacturers, 
When confronted with tue very clear evidence of 
their guut as receivers of stolen property the senior 
member of the firm and his clerks called upon 
heaven to witness that they were innocent, but, as 
the detectives pushed them ruthlessly to the wall 


for explanations of

they weakened and acknowledged that they had 
played the guilty rt. In order to let the nature 
of the crime for which the three men have been 
arrested it may be well to state that all pawn- 
brokers are requiree to keep books recording the 
nature of ali ot tueir transactions, describing the 
property andthe names of the parties selling it. 
An examination of the books kept by Eil Sasse 
& Sons showed that taey had faiied to do this, and 
that they were running their business in a per- 
fectly illegal manner. In the present instance 
the researches of Desmond and Lawler showed 
that to a dis ird ofthe laws regulating their bus- 
mess they a lau ingenuity in the concealment 
of their crime quite remarkable. Ihe watch whica 
they received from the thief was bought at Jac- 
card’s for $76 and the chain for $24 50, a total of 
$100 50. The watch was bought by Otto Sasse, the 
Clerk. for $15, and the colored cierk, Woods, se- 
cured the chain for $10, iu ali 874 50 less than the 
orig nal cost ot toe articles. Heng stolen goods, 
however, it became necessary to get rid of them at 
less profit than would be aimed at iu a legitimate 
transaction and this is how the firm went about it. 


{ The watch was handed over to the stere waich- 


maker, named Torbee, who, under ins ructions, 
removed the works, an Appleton, Tracy & Co.“ 
Waltham, Mass, movement, worth about §40° 
The gold case and the waton chain were then 
sold at the melter’s for just twenty cents less 
than the original amount paid to the 
thief for his entire plunder, Ine movement then 
represented to the enterprising firm just 20c, and 
they proceeded to utilize it ima way in which its 
disposition could be seoured with at once profit and 
safety. An ordinary silver case was secu into 
which the movemeut was placed, with u dial bear- 
ing the name of the well-known walchmakiag firm, 
E. Howard & Co., Boston. Thus disgui in a 
strange case and dial the prospect of tne stolen 
movement being identified was quite slim, and but 
for the detec:ive's time visit there is no doubt 
the firm of swindlers would have disposed of tue 
watch atthe price they set upon it, $40, leaving 
them a profit of about to $35 on the transaction. 


At present the pawnbroking establishment of E. 


Sasse & Sons is closed, its principa: and subordinate 
being in jail awaiting the arrival of some one to 
ball them out. The thief who stole the watol has 
not been heard of. Persons who have pawned 
valuables at that firm's place will be able to recover 
their goods by calling at the office of the Chief ef 
Police. where the array of pledges is being hela 
pendiug their arrival.

A CROOKED PLEA. 

Prosscuting-Attorney BUCKNER of Audrain 
publishes a card in regard to malicious 
attacks” on him, and his appeal to public sym- 
pathy assumes the prevalence of a remarkably 
lax public sentiment in regard to official obli- 
gations which ought to be kept sacred. He 
admits that he accepted an annual railroad 
pass from G. B. MACFARLANE, attorney for 
the Chicago and Alton, but says that he took 
it on the ground that it was in the nature of a 
fee for services rendered, not such a free 
pass” as the Constitution forbids any official to 
receive or use,and that he gaveit back as 
soon as he found his personal enemies inclined 
to make a fuss about it. In support of his 
confession he publishes a letter from MACFAR- 
LANE, who coolly says: 

The Constitution has now been in force ten years 
and the Legislature has never passed an act for the 
enforcement of this provision, but, on the contrary, 
all laws prepared for that purpose have been 
summerilly voted down, and for this reason the 
Constitution, in that regard, is generally considered 
dead in letter and in spirit. 

I procured the pass for Mr. Buckner in consider- 
ation of certain services he had rendered the Com- 
pany, which I considered outside his official duties, 
which would have entitled him to compensation, 
and the pass in no sense could be called a free pass 
within the meaning of the Constitution, and there 
was no violation of it. 

This boast of the railroad attorney, that the 
Legislature has made a dead letter of the Con- 
stitution, is respectfully submitted to the State 
Senate, with the following further statements 
from Prosecuting Attorney BUCKNER: 

That my worthy predecessor, J. Me D. Trimble, 
used a railroad pass during his entire term of four 
years; that James G. Trimble, while City Attorney 
of Mexico, a municipal officer,” during the year 
1884 and 1885, accepted and used a railroad pass; 
that the Hon. D. H. Melnt ire, while serving bis last 
term as the Representative of this county in the 
Legislature, while canvassing for the office of 
Attorney-General, accepted and used a pass, as well 
as many otbere I might name. 


The plain intent and purpose of the Constitu 
tional provisions thus violated was to prevent 
-any Official of this State or its municipalities 
‘from accepting passes as compensation for 
services rendered or to be rendered to rail- 
roads, and to secure the removal of all officials 
who thus violated their official oaths. The 
legislator who sets himself above the sovereign 
people and attempts to make a dead letter of 
the Constitution they have adopted, is as much 
rsworn as any other custodian of a public 
‘trust who coolly sells himself to a corporation 
for a free pass. 


BAYARD'S REPLY. 

It is very probable that a Catholic whose 
wife is of Hebrew blood and religion would be 
rather unacceptable as an American Minister 
at Vienna, because it is well known that the 
question of legalizing such marriages is just 
now one of the disturbing issues in the politics 
of Austria-Hungary. This fact should have 
been known and appreciated by a Secretary of 
State qualified to select and manage our diplo- 
matic agents so as to get from them the best 
service. Ashrewder and better equipped diplo- 
mate than Mr. BAYARD would have spared the 
Vienna Government both the awkwardness of 
frankly explaining and the humiliating alter- 
native of equivocating in regard to its real rea- 
sons for declining to receive Mr. Kerrey. If 
that gentleman had to be provided for, there 
were other capitals in which his official status 
would not have become an element of local 
discord. The smooth working of our diplo- 
matic machinery should not have been subor- 
dinated to the necessity of providing for any 
man, and there was really no excuse for driv- 
ing the Vienna Cabinet to the disagreeable 
necessity of rejecting KEILEY, when it was 
reasonably certain from the beginning that he 
would be rejected. 

But if it is true, as alleged, that the reasons 
assigned for rejecting him are the race and 
religion Of his wife, and an inviolable custom 


one of Semitic blood at court, or the 
recognition of any such marriages as 
that of Mr. Kiirr, then we hope 
the rumor is true that Mr. Bayarp has largely 
atoned for his original faux-pas by prodding 
the Imperial Government with some well- 
seasoned American doctrine on those subjects. 

Mr. BaYARD, it is said, replies that this Re- 
public, with its profound contempt for distinc- 
tions of race and religion, cannot be expected 
to assume that the rulers of a polyglot empire 
are governed by such prejudices, and that as 
the objections to Mr. KKILEY are not such as 
the liberal and enlightened world regards, he 
will not be recalled, but merely instructed to 
stay away from Vienna. 

This is equivalent to a notice that the United 
States chooses to remain unrepresented at 
Vienna, and to soothe KxILxV's teelings with a 
sinecure salary from the Treasury. But, per- 
haps, that is the most harmless role for him, 
and Mr. BaYaRp’s reply, when published, may 
be found worth as much as the opportunity for 
Mr. BaYARD has cost the country. 


KERsTUCKY's State Board of Equalization has 
just adjourned and published a table of its 
work, showing how it has raised or reduced the 
local assessment of land, town lots, and per- 
sonal property in every county in the State. 
In Bath County it has raised the land 56 per 
cent, the town lots 5 per cent and the personal 
property 68 percent. In some counties it has 
raised the personal property assessment 67 per 
cent, The raises range from that figure down 
to 2 per cent, and the reductions from 33 per 
cent down to 2. This looks like a serious at- 
tempt toequalize the assessment among the 
several counties, as our Constitution requires 
in this State. Ina few days more a similar 
table of raises aud reductions will be published 
by the Illinois State Board of Equalization. 
When shall we see anything like it from our 
State Board? 


Tax Philadelphia Times, commenting on the 
assured re-election of CARLISLE to the Speaker- 
ship, questions the fitness of Morrison for the

But this much would seem clear even to the blind, 
that the Commissioners are so much hampered by 
the law under which they were organized, so cir- 
cumscribed by the Attorney-General and so puzzled 
and tied by subsequent legislation that it is almost 
impossible for them to perform the functions of 
their office with that efficiency and fearlessness 


which is their desire, and to give that justice to the 


people which they desire and expect. 

The cpoclusion of the whole matter, as far as we 
have been enabled to investigate it, is, that while 
our Commissioners are willing and solicitously anx- 
ious to do their full duty, they are so hindered by 
imperfect and contradictory law, some parts of 
which seem and doubtless we rmed by the rail- 
road magnates to defeat the real Mirpose, that it is 
impossible for them to wholly fulff the will of the 
people and the object of their existence until some 
new and radical legislation is had upon this most 
vital issue. And it will devolve upon our next Leg- 
islature to remedy these serious defects in our laws 
relating to railroads in eur State, and it may be of 
interest to some of our Senators especially, to know 
that the Herald has entered the campaign for the 
war as long it shall last, and those Senators who 
acted and voted as they did in the last session upon 
this question will have to show their open hands to 
the whole people and disclose what is in them to 
make them so careless and indifferent to the peo- 
ple's interest. We believe our Commissioners have 
tried to do their duty. The fault at present seems 
to be with the Upper Branch of our Legislature. 
It would be millions of dollars to our people to have 
this error or crime corrected.

The Law Against Illegal Fencing.

tions, Perhaps ‘these legislative lawyers had 
reasons for leiting these trespassing cattlemen 
down easy. 

Section 2 provides for the déstruction of unlawful 
inciosures througa the Uniied States District or 
Circuit Court, or Territorial District Court, and 
ends by saying thus, viz.: In any case 
if the inciosure shail be found 
unlawful the court spall make tho 
proper order, judgment or decree for the destruc- 
tion of the inciOsure ma summary Way, uness the 
inclosure shall be removed by tus defendant within 
five days after the order of tue court. 

Sec. 5 authorizes the President to act. 

Sec. 6 says: Where the alleged unlawful inclos- 
ure includes less than 160 acres, no suit shall be 
brougut without authority from the Secretary of 
the Interior.” 

The second whereas of the President's proclama- 
tion cites principally from sections 1 and 3, but does 
not touch the last ‘provision in section 1, which 
ready as follows, via: And the assertion of a right 
to tne exclusive use and occupancy ef any part of 
the public lands of the United States in any State, 
or any of the Territories of the United States, without 
claim, color of title, or asserted gat as above 
specified as to inciosure, 18 like wise 
declared unlawful and hereby prohibited.” From 
tuis it is obvious that any person attempting 
to bluff off a would-be actuai seitier by asserting 
a right of occupaucy before he shail have complied 
with the law, is subject to the peualties provided ia 
section 4, thus, viz.: “That any person violating 
any of the provisions hereof, Whether as owuer, 
part owner, agent; or who s.iall aid, abet, counsel, 
advise, or assist in any Violation hereof, suail ve 
deemed guilty ofa misdemeanor and fined ia a 
sum not exceeding one thousaud ddilars and be 
imprisoned not exceeding one year for each 
off ene. A Kwient or Labor.

A CROOKED PLEA. 

. Prosecuting-Attorney BuCKNER of Audrain 
publishes a card in regard to malicious 
attacks” on him, and his appeal to public sym- 
pathy assumes the prevalence of a remarkably 
lax public sentiment in regard to official obli- 
gations which ought to be kept sacred. He 
admits that he accepted an annual railroad 
pass from G. B. MACFARLANE, attorney for 
the Chicago and Alton, but says that he took 
it on the ground that it was in the nature of a 
fee for services rendered, not such a free 
pass” as the Constitution forbids any official to 
receive or use, and that he gave it back as 
soon as he found his personal enemies inclined 
to make a fuss about it. In support of his 
confession he publishes a letter from MACFAR- 
LANE, who coolly says: 

The Constitution has now been in force ten years 
and the Legisiature has never passed an act for the 
enforcement of this provision, but, on the contrary, 
all laws prepared for that purpose have been 
summerilly voted down, and for this reason the 
Constitution, in that regard, is generally considered 
dead in letter and in spirit. 

I procured the pass for Mr. Buckner in consider- 
ation of certain services he had rendered the Com- 
pany, which I considered outside his official duties, 
which would have entitled him to compensation, 
and the pass in no sense could be called a free pass 
within the meaning of the Constitution, and there 
was no violation of it. 

This boast of the railroad attorney, that the 
Legislature has made a dead letter of the Con- 
stitution, is respectfully submitted to the State 
Senate, with the following further statements 
from Prosecuting Attorney BUCKNER: 

That my worthy predecessor, J. Mc D. Trimble, 
used a railroad pass during his entire term of four 
years; that James G. Trimble, while City Attorney 
of Mexico, a municipal officer,” during the year 
1884 and 1885, accepted and used a railroad pass; 
that the Hon. D. H. Melnt ire, while serving bis last 
term as the Representative of this county in the 
Legislature, while canvassing for the office of 
Attorney-General, accepted and used a pass, as well 
as many others I might name. 

The plain intent and purpose of the Constitu 
tional provisions thus violated was to prevent 
any Official of this State or its municipalities 
from accepting passes as compensation for 
services rendered or to be rendered to rail- 
roads, and to secure the removal of all officials 
who thus violated their official oaths. The 
legislator who sets himself above the sovereign 
people and attempts to make a dead letter of 
the Constitution they have adopted, is as much 


forsworn asany other custodian of a public 


trust who coolly sells himself to a corporation 
for a free pass.

BAYARD’'S REPLY. 

It is very probable that a Catholic whose 
wife is of Hebrew blood and religion would be 
rather unacceptable as an American Minister 
at Vienna, because it is well known that the 
question of legalizing such marriages is just 
now one of the disturbing issues in the politics 
of Austria-Hungary. This fact’ should have 
been known and appreciated by a Secretary of 
State qualified to select and manage our diplo- 
matic agents so as to get from them the best 
service. Ashrewder and better equipped diplo- 
mate than Mr. BAYARD would have spared the 
Vienna Government both the awkwardness of 
frankly explaining and the humiliating alter- 
native of equivocating in regard to its real rea- 
sons for declining to receive Mr. Keirzy. If 
that gentleman had to be provided for, there 
were other capitals in which his official status 
would not have become an element of local 
discord. The smooth working of our diplo- 
matic machinery should not have been subor- 
dinated to the necessity of providing for any 
man, and there was really no excuse for driv- 
ing the Vienna Cabinet to the disagreeable 
necessity of rejecting KEILEY, when it was 
reasonably certain from the beginning that he 
would be rejected. 

But if it is true, as alleged, that the reasons 
assigned for rejecting him are the race and 
religion of his wife, and an inviolable custom 
at Vienna which forbids thb reception of any 
one of Semitic blood at court, or the 
recognition of any such : marriages as 
that of Mr. Kegitky, then we hope 
the rumor is true that Mr. Bayarp has largely 
atoned for his original Jau pas by prodding 
the Imperial Government with some well- 
seasoned American doctriné on those subjects. 


Mr. BaYAaRD, it is said, replies that this Re- 


public, with its profound contempt for distinc- 
tions of race and religion, cannot be expected 
to assume that the rulers of @ polyglot empiye 
are governed by such prejudices, and that as 
the objections to Mr. KkILEY are not such as 
the liberal and enlightened world regards, he 
will not be recalled, but merely instructed to 
stay away from Vienna. 

This is equivalent to a notice that the United 
States chooses to remain unrepresented at 
Vienna, and to soothe KxILEy’s teelings with a 
sinecure salary from the Treasury. But, per- 
haps, that is the most harmless role for him, 
and Mr. Bayarn’s reply when published, may 
be found worth as much as the opportunity for 
Mr. BaYARD has cost the country.

Kxrrockr's State Board of Equalization has 
just adjourned and published a table of its 
work, showing how it has raised or reduced the 
local assessment of land, town lots, and per- 
sonal property in every county in the State. 
In Bath County it has raised the land 56 per 
cent, the town lots 5 per cent and the personal 
property 68 percent. In some counties it has 
raised the personal property assessment 67 per 
cent, The raises range from that figure down 
to 2 per cent, and the reductions from 33 per 
cent down to 2. This looks like a serious at- 
tempt toequalize the assessment among the 
several counties, as our Constitution requires 
in this State. Ina few days more a similar 
table of raises aud reductions will be published 
by the Illinois State Board of Equalization.

EUROPEAN NOTES. 


Parliament is prorogued to-day. For all practi- 
cal legislative purposes, the prorogation might as 
well have occurred the day after the installation of 
the Tory Ministry. In the interval little or nothing 
has been done beyond the merest routine work; no 
important questions have been discussed, no im- 
portant measures decided, nor has there even been 
a fair test of the relative strength of the two parties 
in the Imperial Legisiature. By mutual consent, it 
would seem, the Liberal maj rity and the Tory 
minority permitted a suspension of hostilities; 
tired, perhaps, of conflict and willing to enjoy a 
rest and recuperation preparatory to the desperate 
struggles which must come in the near future. 
Thus far, except for the official announcement of a 
change of government, the outside world would 
hardly have known that Gladstone had stepped 
down and out and Salisbury up and in; that the 
former was simply the nominal leader of 
Her Majesty's opposition, and the latter the 
recognized ruler of Her Majesty's Empire. 
The transfer of power from oneto the other has 
been attended with far less excitement, and far 
fewer events of consequence than have marked 
the change of administration in our own countrv. 
ue best government in the world“ does not—in 
this respect least—run any more smoothly 
than the secon@i best; a fact which Fourth of July 
orators ought to remember when tempted to let the 
eagle sour to the stars,and scream superiority 
to all mankiud. 

Gladstone has gone on a yachting voyage, more 
for health than pieasure; but there are: grave 
doubts whether salt airand sea sickness will re- 
store his throat sufficientivy for campaign work in 
the autumn. A great deal depends upon that 
throat just now, forif the doctors should declare 
it unfit for service in Midlothian and elsewhere, the 
Liberals would lose their heaviest gun at the time 
when it is most needed. There is nobody te take up 
Gladstone's sword and shield when he lIays them 
down: so let us hope that the seventy-six 
year-o!d vocal organs will be rejuvenated once 
more, and the greatest political battle England has 
ever known not lack the presence of the greatest 
political chief. 

Salisbury goes to the Continent for a brief vaca- 
tion, but if he never returned the Tory loss would 
not be irreparable, and it is barely possible some 
other leader might arise who would more than fill 
the vacancy. Lord Randolph Churchill would like 
to be that man, but bis weizht is too ligut, and he 
has a temper which unfits him for the direction of 
affairs even if be had tbe necessary amount of 
brains. Moreover, his party is plainly becoming 
restive under his dictatorial policy. He is too 
much boss for British politics, and the way in 
which the Standard, the Tory organ, recently sat 
down upon hia shows that he must either go 
slower or go overboard. 

Army and navy ci‘cles are d #gusted at the post- 
ponement of parliamentary thanks for Soudan 
services until the last week in the session, 
and are not particularly pleased that Wolseley has 
been made a Viscount. With such reward for 
conspicuous military failure, what would have 
been bestowed for an equally conspicuous military 
success? John Ruskin, who, with ali his vagaries, 
is worth areziment of Wolseleys, is very ill and 
not likely to recover. His rare, though ecceairic, 
genius has done some things which promise to last 
as long as English literature. 

The scandal crop grows apace. Scarce'y had 
Mrs. Mark Pattison rushed to the assistance of Sir 
Charles Dilke by telegraphing from India to 
announce their matrimouial engagement, when a 
Mr. Francis publiciy horsewhips in London a Mr. 
Pearce for the alleged abduction of his daughter. 
As Mr. Pearce is a rich and influeatial Conserv- 
ative, and probable candidate for Farliament from 
Glasgow. the Liberals think the “honors are 
easy,” and that the dirty Diike business will 
not damage thein much politically. 
It is a pretty state of affairs, truly, a nong our 
high-toned British kin, when political issues are ia 
langer of be.ng affected by stories aud acenes 
worthy of the worst novels of the once famous 
Pau! de Kock. Englisi society is evidently badly 
in need of thorough disinfectioa. 

The Common Council of Dublin has conferred 
the freedom of the city upon Dr. O'Doherty. 
colleague of John Mitchell, who was convicted of 
treason in 1848, and for the last twenty-five years 
bas resided in Australia, where he has been a lead- 
ing Nationalist. Returning to bis native land he 
received this grateful welcome home, The Mun- 
ster bank bas been reorgavized under a new name 
and, ft is to be hoped, better management. Far- 
quharson, the Munster wrecker, is still invistbie, 
except to the eye of faith. 

The Paris Chamber of Commerce bas 
sent a protesting memorial to the 
Government against the alleged eneroach- 
ments of Germany on the coast of Africa— 
cy vlog oly God-forsaken region are of 
any valus to any body except the naked natives to 
whom r Ik German telescopes should 
be pointed too persistently at the sun, some French- 
man would probably rise to declare that Bismarck's 
intended to monopolize the celestial source of tight 
and heat.

The Iuter- 
national Telegraphic Couference, in session at Ber- 
lin, is doing a large amount of talking—which may or 
may not be worth the breath expended in produc- 
ing it. The Austrian Minister for Foreign Affairs 
wants Bismarck to join him in a commercial union 
between the two countries which will virtually shut 
ont all other nations. Bismarck is not inclined to 
go into such a close corporation; too much sense in 
that square head of his. 

Francis Joseph of Austria, and Alexander of Rus- 
sia, will have a gorgeous tete a tete at Kremsier, 
attended by their respective court functionaries, 
guards, brass bands, cooks, chambermaids, etc. 
Nobody knows what the two emperors are going to 
do at this meeting, and nobody cares particuiariy. 
Alexander will have sentries at short intervals all 
along the railway route he traverses, and would 
travel in an hermetically sealed iron box if it were 
not for the necessity of ventilation. A high 
price to pay for wearing a crown.

It is reported that 
the wealthy and aristocratic citizens of St. Peters- 
burg are subscribing to purchase a tea service of 
silver for Mr. Gladstone; supposably In recognition 
of his conciliatory policy’ toward Russia in the 
Afghan matter. A service of steel may be re- 
guired for Salisbury. 

A Roman rumor says that the Govern- 
ment will send. 10,000 fresh troops to Africa

But this much would seem clear even to the blind, 
that the Commissioners are so much hampered by 
the law under which they were organized, so cir- 
cumscribed by the Attorney-General and so puzzled 
and tied by subsequent legislation that it is almost 
impossible for them to perform the functions of 
their office with that efficiency aud fearlessness 
which is their desire, and to give that justice to the 
people which they desire and expect, 

The cpoclusion of the whole matter, as far as we 
have been enabled to investigate it, is, that while 
our Commissioners are willing and solicitously anx- 
ions to do their full duty, they are so hindered by 
imperfect and contradictory law, some parts of 
which seem and doubtless were formed by the rail- 
road magnates to defeat the real purpose, that it is 
impossible for them to wholly fulfill the will of the 
people and the object of their existence until some 
new and radical legislation is had upon this most 
vital issue. And it will devolve upon our next Leg- 
islature to remedy these serious defects in our laws 
relating to railroads in eur State, and it may be of 
interest to some of our Senators especially, to knew 
that the Herald has entered the campaign for the 
war as long it shall last, and those Senators who 
acted and voted as they did in the last session upon 
this question will have to show their open hands to 
the whole people and disclose what is in them to 
make them so careless and indifferent to the peo- 
ple's interest. We believe our Commissioners have 
tried to do their duty. The fault at present seems 
to be with the Upper Branch of our Legislature. 
It would be millions of dollars to our people to have 
this error or crime corrected.

The Law Against lilegal Fencing. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 
Sr. Lovis. August 14, 1885 

In looking over the act under which the President 
has issued his prociamation in regard to the illegal 
inclosure of the public land, no provision for col- 
lecting the cost of removing the obstructions ap- 
pears. Thisisavery important oversight, if over- 


sight itis. It hardly seems possible that the two 
houses of Congress, composed, as they are, 
almost wholly ot lawyers supposed 
by the people to be able and 
aert, and who, as a ciass, are proverbiaily looking 
after costs, suould have omitted to insert the clause 
in the act which would authorize the Government 
to seize any stock or other property beionging to 
the trespasser and dispose of tne same to satisfy 
tue cost of removing the osiructions, So far as it 
appears in tis act, the Goverumeut must remove 
these obstructions at its own cost, paid out 
of money which comes from the reve 
nue, every cent of which ultimately comes 
from agriculturists and others empioyed in what 
the United States census terms “gainfui’ ovcupa- 
tions, Perhaps these legislative lawyers had 
reasons for leiting these wespassing cattlemen 
down easy. 

Section 2 provides for the déstruction of unlawful 
inciosures througa the Uniied States District or 
Circuit Court, or Territorial District Court, and 
ends by saying thus, viz.; In an 
if the inciosure shail 
unlawful the court suall 
proper order, judgment or decree for the destruc- 
tion of the inciosure ma summary Way, unless tue 
inclosure shall be removed by tue defendaut within 
five ove after the order of tue court. 

Sec. 5 authorizes the President to act. 

Sec. 6says: Where the alleged unlawful inclos- 
ure includes less than 160 acres, no suit shall be 
brougnt without authority from the Secretary of 
tue Interior.“ 

The second whereas of the President's proclama- 
tion cites principally from sectious 1 and 3, but does 
not touch the last provision in section 1, which 
reads as follows, viz: And the assertion of a right 
to tne exclusive use and occupancy ef any part of 
the public iands of the United States in any State, 
or any of the Territories of the United States, without

Referring to the 
recent controversy between the companies, and 


particularly to the interview with President Bates 
of the Baltimore and Okijio, which was printed in 
the Heraid on Thursday, Dr. Green remarked: 
“The assertion of Mr. Bates that this company is 
pecuniarily unable to buy the Baltimore and Obio 
perty is too ridioulous to need areply. There is 
one point, however, iu the interview to which I 
wish to call attention. His company is using our 
quadruplex instrument without even a pretense of 
an improvement. Usually companies which floh 
our inventions claim to have made some alteration, 
if only in a spring or a wheel, and on 
the strength of it declare that the 
instrument is not an infringement of our patent: 
The Baltimore and Ohio had the assurance 
TO TAKE OUR QUADRUPLEX 
just as we use it. We brougat suit against the 
company recently, and because we wished to bring 
it to a decision in the quickest possible time, we 
began proceedings for infringement of Stearnes 
condenser, which is the essential basis of the quad- 
ruplex. Judge Wallace postponed the hearing on 
the application for an injunction until after his va- 
cation. The case will come up, I suppose, some- 
time in September. Mr. Bates quotes from 
my affidavitthe statement that the Baltimore and 
Ohio is doing business at a large monthly loss ‘with 
the sole purpose and expectation of compelling the 
Western Union Company to either buy them out or 
toforma pooling arrangement’ Mr. Bates says 
that this assertion is utterly false, but I wish to 
reiterate it in the mostemphatic manner. The 
extension of the Baltimore and Ohio system beyond 
the uses of the railroad line was begun simply for 
sale to the Western Union. Robert Garrett bas 
said 60 on several occasions before 
and after the extensions were begun, 
He has said explicitly that he was gving 
to play the Americau Union game on Gould, and he 
has sought the aid of certain persons on this dis- 
tinct ground. I have been told that he tried to 
secure the co-operation of the Vanderbilts, stating 
that he intended to make the Western Union buy 
the lines at a round pro@t. I can't make public the 
names of the persons to whom he made these state- 
ments, but they are men of unimpeacnabie charac- 
ter. There are scores of men in the street to whom 
he expiained his plan. Mr. Garrett is apt to be 
loquacious, and, evidently, in this case, he 
spoke more freely than was prudent. 
As to the denials that Mr. Garrett bas ever offered 
to sell hia lines tothe Western Union, I have this 
to say, that we refused overtures made upon Gar- 
reti v departure for Europe, I can't state explicitly 
that he offered to sell his telegraph property; per- 
haps he never did so, but he showed @ disposition

An Inpjuaction Against the School Board— 
Fight Between Disappointed Lovers. 

The members of the School Board were greatly 
surprised this morning when Deputy Sheriff D. D. 
Anthony served a writ of injunction upon them 
demanding that they appear in the City Court on 
the fourth Monday in August and give sufficient 
reasons why the following petition prayed for by 
Martimore Millard, on behalt of herself and others, 
who reside in School District No. 1, town 2, range 10 
west, should not be granted: *Tbat the Board of 
Education be restrained from longer using the 
basement of St. Patrick's Church for school pur- 
poses. The reasons given why the petition should 
be granted are numerous, but a few of the princi 


pal ones will suffice to demonstrate 
why the injunction was applied for. In the first 

lace the complainaut states that on acoount of the 
ocation of the school house. and the selection of 
only Roman Catholics for teachers, the pupils who 
attend the school are obliged to hear mass daily at 
8o'’c.ockin the morning, and after the services, 
which last halfaa hour are concluded, the pupils 
are thea obliged to attend a catechism class for 
another half bour,and be taught the religious 
belief of the Roman Catholic religion. The 
secular exercises of the day then begifl.“ says the 
complainant, “and after the children have been 
taught the ordinary studies fur two hours, an 
angelic prayer, in which it is — —. to join, is 
reoited. Such, says the complainant, is the pro- 
gramme daily carried out, and as it is cootrary to 
the wish of many citizens, and contrary 
to the statutes bearing on the question, 
therefore an injunction restraining the Board from 
opeving the schools in the basements of churches, 
and appointing Catholic teachers is usked for. About 
two weeks ago a number of citizens presented un- 
der the name of the Public School Property League, 
a remoustrance to the Schoel Board, which was in 
many respects, similar to to the above injunction, 
The Board, however, took noaction upon it, and 
their refusal to consider it is what led to the writ 
for injunction. Several members of the School 
Board were seen this morning atter the writ had 
been served upon them, and gave it as their opinion 
that the injunction would be refused, as the law 
bearing on tue subject gave the Board full power to 
locate the schools wherever they wisued.

The Police Believe They Have Him Be- 
hind the Bars.

Browning's Prisoner Arrived From 
Cleveland This Mornivpg—He Denies 
That He is Williams, the Murderer— 
Ward, the Companion of the Mur- 
derer, Fails to Identify Him, 


Detective Browning arrived home from Cleve- 
land this morning, having in charge the prisoner 
alleged to be Charles Williams, the man who on the 
9th of last June shot and killed Henry Moran, the 
young blacksmith, in front of the Standard 
Theater. Mr. Browning said to a Post-DisPaTce 
reporter, shortly after his arrival; 

“There is no doubt that the man we have 
just placed in the calaboose js Williams, 
the murderer. We have not yet brought 


him face to face with the parties who saw him in 
this city, but that will be done this morning. He 
denies,of course, that he is a man, but tells sd many 
stories that it is clear enough that he is lying. 
Although be denies that his name is Williams he 
bas told me that he was kuown as ‘Honest John’ 
and ‘Confidence John.“ which names were given us 
here as belonging to the tout Williams, who killed 
Moran and wa was the — 4 of Ward, now ia 
jail as an accessory to Williams’ erime. Ihe man 
is a burglar who has already dose time in the Peni- 
tentiary. He rather gave himself away 
to me when he remarked in the course 
of conversation that the indictment Was 
wrong, as it should have been made out for man- 
slaughter and not murder in the first ** His 
attempt to break jail in Cleveland was a bold one, 
and might have suoceeded had he not made the 
mistaze of outting the hole too small. When the 
job was discovered he told tue jailer that, if he had 
given him another hour he would have escaped."’ 

Williams was seen in his cell in the calaboose and 
proved of a mucha more agreeable appearance than 
the photograph taken at Cleveland an. sent here 
presented.

supplied of wim by those who saw him 
wuen be was in tuts city.

In the main 
ticulars, however, he tales very cleverly with tue 
points of identification pubdlisoed at tue time of the 
murder, the dark gress check coat which be wears 
fully coinciding with the description then given of 
it, He seemed in tbe best of spirita when tue Post- 
Disraron reporter called upon him, smiling pieas- 
antly when talking, and, while bolding himseif in- 
cautious at times, cuatied very fresiy when topics 
somewhat remote from the murder were discussed. 
Speaking of his arrest, he said; 

hey ve got the wrong man this time. 
name is Rockwood, Charles Rockwood, and not 
Willams. Since I got arrested several people have 
identified me as somebody different from what I 
am. There's a woman living at Union City, Mich. 
who claims that | am her son and taat my real 
name is Jack McDermott. Anotuer woman, whose 
name is Rockwood, the same as mine, and who 
lives in Laporte, Ind., also ciaims to be my mother, 
but I don't know her and never did.”

Ward, how- 
ever, insisted that he could not identify him as 
Wiliams, at the same time stating that he would 
net swear that he was not Williams, a. somewhat 
singular statement considering that thetwo men 
were quite intimate at the time the murder oc- 
curred,

Desiring large attend- 
ance, the New York or any other club will win as 
many games as possible, especially at bome. As 
for the pool-box and the suspected collusion of 
players with its manipulators, it is a fact that 
there is little or no gambling donein this country 
on base-ball. Betting men have never taken to it, 
and it is quite as weil.

The Starting Question.

Safety for Sailboats, 

At a desk behind thelight oak railing which 
bounds the six by twelve feet of space allotted to 
and termed the United States Branch Hydrographic 
Office, in the Maritime Exchange, sat Lieutenant 
Henry H. Barroll, the officer in charge on Satur- 
day. 

“Come in and sit down,” he exclaimed to an 
acquaintance who leaned over the barrier, “I have 


just been making sketches of an invention in which 
I have become very deeply interested. Here, this 
Will give you somewuat of an idea of it.” 

On a sketcting pad, which lay on the desk before 
him, was drawn the outlines of a boat's null, with 
the mast represeuted at various angles. “The 
yielding mast isa recent invention, which promises 
to accomplish much in saving life, which nas hither- 
to been sacrificed by the attempts of inexperienced 

rsons to manave sail—boais,”’ said Lieutenant 

arroil. “The pressure of tne wind on the sail of a 
boat may be resoived into two forces, one of which 
tends to move tue vessei forward, and the other to 
careen or ‘heel’ her over. As the vessel's ee side 
becomes more and more submerged, that portion 
of the lee bow pressed under tue water being bluffer 
than the suarp bow thrown up on the weather side, 
the vessel meets with an increased resistance, felt 
directiy under the iee bow. This tends to continu- 
aily force the bow toward the contrary or weather 
side, or tends to make her ‘run up into the wind’—a 
tendency which must be niet by a free use of 
weather heim. 

“The yielding mast appears to be constructed 
especially to avoid the necessity of luffiog in order 
to Spill the wind out of the sail when struck by a 
puff or by a heavy squall. The mast, instead of 
being rigidly steeped in the keeison of the boat, 
passes through a metal coliar, which, swinging on 
trunnions, is bolteu to a stout thwart or tothe 
upper deck, according to the size of the boat. The 
lower part of the mast clutches a railway laid 
thwartships on the bottom of the vessel Ou each 
side of the foot ot the mast are stout 
spiral springs around a curved rod secured just 
above the railway. These are regu- 
lated as to tension by pressure nuts at the upper 
or out-board end of each spring. By screwing 
these uuts down the springs could be so compressed 
that the mast would, io all intents and purposes, be 
rixidly stepped: or, by decreasing the tension oun 
the springs, any required ‘yieiding’ could be pro- 
vided for. The shrouds, either of wire or rope, are 
attached to another spiral spring working in a 
small vertical tube placed on the rail, 

“When handled by an inexperie nced person and 
struck by a squall tne vessel will not be suddenly 
capsized, but tue mast will be pressed over until 
the weather spring has been compressed sufficient- 
iy to resist the wind’s pressure. By this time a 
great portion of the wind wil have been spuled 
from the sails, and even should the squall be of 
sufficient power to keel the boat after tue mast had 
yéided to its Utmost, the boat would start to heel 
from almost an even keel. When experienced 

rsous are in command, the tension can be regu- 
lated to suit those who love to ‘take green water 
over the bows,’ while for pleasure-seekers the 
tension can be so reguiaied that it would be prac- 
tically’ impossible to capsize the boat.“ - [New 
York Exchange.

She is an Italian by birth, having been in her youth 
one of the famous Marchisio sisters, so renowned 
for the finish and precision wherewith they used to 
sing duets together. She is the wife of a Marquis,

abeyauce during the hours of her professorsbip. 
She is an irascibie, pugnacious personage, exacting 
more personal deference from her scholars than 
American girls are wont to pay to any lady 
were she the President's wife in person.

The Young Singers’ Trials. 
From the New York World. 

Few of the young giris who come abroad to study 
singing, dreaming of the fame and the wealth that 
reward the efforts of tamous prima donna, realize 
the ordeal to which they are about to subject them- 
selves. In the first place, they cannot, as they 
fondly imagine, start forth full-fledged performers 
in a year or two ready to captivate audiences and 
to accumulate dollars. Three years is the shortest 
period of study possible, even to those who are 
exceptionally gifted. In the first place, all that has 
been learned at home must be unlearned. Mme. 
Marchesi generally begins by breaking the voice 
entirely and then re-posing it, according to 
own method. Thea comes the correction 
of defects (for no voice is created per- 
fect) and finally the unis of vocalization, 
emission, etc. The voice once trained the memor- 
izing of operas follows, and is by no means the 
smallest part of the task. With this part of the 
eareer is joined the dramatic education of the 
young singer. The best professor for operatic act- 
ing at present in Paris is M. Pinque of the Grand 
Opera, who fully understands the breadth of style 
and ampleness of gesture necessary to give effect 
to the impersonation of a character on the lyric 
stage.

What the Panama Canal May Do. 
From the Atlanta Constitution. 

Dr. Charley Pinckney, a man of fine learning 
and observation, opens up a stupendous sugges- 
tion. Heasked the. other day: “Have you 
thought much of the physi effect of the 
Panama Canal?” 

Not much.” 

„Well, let me throw out a suggestion. The 
Pacific Ocean is five times as large as the At- 
lantic. The rotary motion of the earth, acting 
on water near the equatorial line, of course, has 
a tendency to pile it up. The bulk of the 
Pacific ry: so much larger than the Atlantic, 
is lifted 28 feet higher than the Atlantic. For 
the same reason, that of its bulk, it is about 20 
degrees colder. Now imagine the effect of this 
enormous body of water, 28 feet higher in level 
and 20 degrees lower in arn * being 
poured into the Atlantic through the canal.” 

“Why doesn’t it seek its level below the 


pe? 

Because that point of meeting is so far from 
the equatorial line that the centrifugal force is 
not so great, and the levels of the two oceans 
are the same. Up about the Panama the differ- 
ence in levels is great, and the immense volume 
of the Pacific will down into the Atlantic 
with terrific force.”

“That is almost beyond speculation. But 
suppose this mingling of the two oceans simply 
changed the current of the gulf stream. That

Chicago has had the 
meet once; Cleveland bas no enthusiasm to be 
intensified by the meet, and the same can be said 
of Louisville. But no such objection can be lodged 
against this city, and there is everything to recom- 
mend it. It is the metropolis of the Mississippi 
Valley, and, being haif way across the continent, 
could be easily reached by Western and Pacific 
cyclers, and the distance from the East is nothing, 
considering the elegant railroad lines that center 
here. The East has been catered to long enough, 
and if the League of American Wheelmen 
wish to prevent auy unpleasant feelings enter- 
ing their ranks, they must see that the just ana 
proper claims of each section of this country re- 
ceive the recognition they deserve. Mr. L. J. 
Berger, secretary-treasurer of the Missouri Divis- 
ion, is in active correspondence with the board of 
officers on the subject, and is fuil of hope. He 
weil says that the board are too broad-minoded to 
be turned by the prejudices of any portion of the 
country, or because Boston doesn't want to come 
out here or New York either, to be constrained to 
keep the meet in the East. Another thing that 
ought to patent to every Eastern 
wheelman who has met a st. Louis 
rider. is, tnat the average Eastern 
cyclists can't invest in anything better than in an 
experience with the roads in this vicinity. They 
would theu discover that coasting is not dangerous; 
that itis absolutely necessary to practical road 
riding; that “hands off” riding is not a fancy trick, 
but a daily convenience: that ordinary hilis can and 
ought to be climbed on the wheel, and tbat 
the bicycle can be used on something else (han as- 
phalt or polished roads. And whether these insin- 
uations against Eastern riders are fancies or are 
based upon facts the opinion of Mr. Ed. Sells, who 
saw all of bicycling in the large Atlantic cities, 
ought to prove. He says: 1 was pain- 
fully surprised at the poor riding 
qualities of the Eastern men. They 
seemed perfectly at a loss when the road became 
at all rougu, ‘ibey never coast unless with brakes 
off and they have never yet ~ gery A learned 
that one can coast without runn at full speed. 
The smoother the hill the more the New Yorkers 
want to pedal down, and the boys will attempt ww 
stop by physical force any attempt to Coast a very 
steep hul.say like Corey's. They never have seeme d 
to realize that in St. Louis there are fifty riders who 
climb hilis thatthe Eastern men would not even 
ride down.” 

So far as the streets of this city are concerned 
for a bicycle in fall, it may be irutofully 
be said that no city in America possesses 
such magnificent streets as Pine and Locust, botn 
with soul-stirring coasts eizht blocks long over the 
smoothest asphalt, coasts so delightful that when 
the Chicago boys were down here in May they 
wanted us continually to go back and coast down 
again, and could hardly be induced to leave them 
for the days rougher run. What prettier route 
for a parade does any city possess than the 
asphalt of Pine street clear cut to Thirty-sixta 
street,,thence the hard Lindeii boulevard a mile and 
a half to Forest Park, and from there the endiess 
gravel curves and sweeps of that beautiful park? 
Leaving the city streets, which are so incomparably 
éxcellent as to need no further praise, visiting 
wheelmen could be given a choice out of the fotlow- 
ing list of roads, tue good character of which is 
testified to by Secretary Ai Siewart of the 
Ramblers’ (lub: Stringtown Road, Jefferson 
Barracks, the Teiegraph Pike, the Lemay Ferry or 
De Soto, the Morgan Ford, the Gravois, the W iison, 
the Old Manchester, the Manchester, Fenton, Big 
Bend, Hall's Ferry, Clayton, Bon Homme, Olive 
Street, St. Charles Rock, Natural Bridge, Florissant, 
Spanish Pond, Beliefontaine, River Pike, continua- 
tion of Broadway north.

With all these advantages conceded it will be asked, 
very naturally, if the wneeimen here can entertain 
the hundreds of cyclers who will come here at the 
meet. A sufficient answer; ought to be found in the 
way St. Louis entertains home or outside champions 
that are within her gates, and also in tue knowledge 
that what Buffalo can do this much larger city 
ought to accomplish. As regards the inevitable 
expenses to be incurred, it need not be said that one 
of the most liberal business m:n in America who is 
engaged in the sale of wheels bere will see that he 
contributes handsomely, aud other bicycle houses 
willi do the same; nor can it be doubted for 
an moment that a popular subscription 
would bring together the necessary funds which 
even @ club assessment or the races incident to the 
meet might not even secure, With the Rambiers’ 
Club in the as a body and many of the 
Missouris, too, the League hasa sufficient follow- 
wg here to do it honor in a national meet. The St. 
Louis wheelmen are after the League meet, and if 
they are as successful in this endeavor as their 
chief representative, Cola Stone, has been in other 
cycling events this year, they are to get it here next 
year.

mysterious virtues attached to salt when applied to 
the fur of the rabbit or the feather of the bird in 
order to insure theircapture. With this happy 
vision resting on his mind, and elated at the cer- 
tainty of success, we find him in the act of 
practicing his newly learned lesson upon a rabbit 
which e has found in the hollow of an 
old stump, and in the anxious moment he pauses 
to apprise others of the auspicious moment and 
gently raises his left finger to his chin in order to 
indicate that silence must be observed while he ap- 
plies tbe salt and catches his game. Being so 
delighted with the seeming success, he fails to be 
in so great a hurry, while the rabbit, taking ad- 
vantage of the moment's delay onthe part of bis
